In my last I informed my readers, "That 47 Indians of a very potent 
Nation, who had hitherto always lived in enmity with his Majesty's 
subjects, were arrived in this Town, to solicit for Peace, and en- 
courage English Traders to settle among and supply them with goods," 
They are the Choctaw Nation, living near the Mississippi River, be- 
tween Mobile and New Orleanse About 1738, the Red=King, Brother of 
Red=-shoes the Chief of that nation, came here and made the first 
overtures of a peace with us; which were kindly accepted. 
In consequence thereof Red-Shoes himself came to Charlestown in the 
latter end of that year, with 80 of his people, and concluded a peace 
with the English, and with our allies the Chickasaws at the same time - 
Thereupon a trade was opened to the Choctaw nation: which was after- 
wards interrupted, and at last stopt by the articles and influences 
of the French upon many of the Choctaw who had not as yet tasted the 
sweets of a plentiful supply of goods from the Englishe But the French 
not having been able since the present war to supply them with goods, 
Red=Shoes hath sent again now another brother with the chief of many 
towns to signify the desire of the whole nation to renew the peace, 
and to have Traders sent up amongst them with goodse

Garda inen of war, commanded by Don Antonio de Ulloa, having on board 
22,165,820 pieces of eizht for the King, and 19,509,875 for the mer- 
chants in gold and silver coin, wrought plate and bars - which, we 
presume, may account for the powerful fleet at Cadiz not having put to 
sea before, though under orders for a considerable time to ride at 
Single anchors, in order to set sail at an hour's notice, and it is 

not improbable, that tne Court of Spain has waited only for the ar- 
rival of this fleet to avow its intention of acknowledging the indepen- 
dence of these United States, which we have many reasons to believe has 
taken place before this time: - although Mre Rivington, printer of the 
British King's most excellent Majesty at New York has artfully endeavored 
to persuade those who read his paper, to believe, "That the King of 
Spain had recently given the most tae be assurances to the King of 
Great Britain (so late as the 3rd of july that he never would acknowl- 
edge the independency of North America." 

Our readers may compare his with the account given us last week by 
eile Corvasier arrived here from Nantes, -- That in order to lull 
England into the greater security, and that she might be more effectually 
duped, a new Spanish ambassador had been sent to that court.

For a pecple to be free, it is sufficient that they will it: We, the 
undersigned, citizens of West Florida, send these presents, greeting: 
whereas the despotism under which we have long groaned, has grown into an 
insupportable burden, and as it is long since admitted, men are born 
with equal rights, we, the undersigned, inhabitants of that part of the 
dominion called West Florida, have resolved to throw off the galling 
yoke of tyranny, and become freemen, by declaring ourselves a free and 
independent people; and by supporting with our lives and property, that 
declaration; and we do, by these presents invite our fellow ~ suffers 
throughout the province aforesaid, to repair to the standard, to aid in 
the effecting our common emancipation. 
We pledge ourselves solemnly to each other, and to our fellow men ine 
terested in the events, to avoid as far as praotioable, the effusion of 
blood (saving that of our common enemy) and in all cases shall private 
property be held sacred. So soon as our emancipation be effected wo 
will offer ourselves to some government accustomed to freedom.
